Lo o t Included Only Few Do llars 
as Thiev es Were Unable to 
Open the Vault

THREE DOORS OF VAULT 


Only a few do llars taken fro m 
the change bo x es represented the 
lo o t o f ro bbers who bro ke 
into 
the Bento nv ifle bank Mo nday 
night. 
The ro bbers entered the build­ 
ing by pry ing 
o pen a windo w, 
then breaking o pen 
the 
fro nt 
do o r, presumably to bring their 
to o ls in that way . Lo cks to three 
o uter do o rs to the v ault 
were 
burned o ff and a 
large 
ho le 
burned in the safe, apparently 
with an acety lene to rch. 
The 
$2,500 in 
the 
v ault 
was un­ 
harmed, ho wev er, as the ro bbers 
left befo re their wo rk o f entering 
the v ault was co mpleted, either 
because the supply o f acety lene 
in the to rch had beco me 
ex ­ 
hausted o r because o f fright. 
Co rwin Ov erhizer, a bank o f­ 
ficial, 
disco v ered the 
ro bbery 
Tuesday mo rning. He 
believ ed 
that he might hav e unwittingly 
scared the ro bbers away as he 
turned o n the lights at his ho me, 
acro ss the street fro m the bank, 
abo ut 2 :1 5 in the mo rning, and 
that the ro bbers tho ught 
that 
they were go ing to be disturbed. 
Vario us tracks sho wed 
that 
men had been statio ned o n two 
sides o f the bank to keep guard 
while o peratio ns were made o n 
the inside. A wire brush and a 
cap to an acety lene tank were 
left in the bank.

From $:5 .0G0n0D to $25 ,000,000 each y ear is 
wasted by v ictims of consu mp tion in the United 
States on worthless fakes “cu res,” for tu bercu ­ 
losis, according to an estimate by the National 
Tu bercu losis Association. 
The nu mber of so-called “cu res” that hav e 
been tried ou t ",nd ex p loited for gain or other­ 
wise du ring the last ten y ears in the United 
States is well ov er a thou sand. 
In co-op eration 
with the Vigilance Committee of the Associated 
Adv ertising Clu bs of the World and the Ameri­ 
can Medical ’Association, the National Tu bercu ­ 
losis Association and its affiliated organizations 
are waging a wTar u p on these frau ds. 
Dru g cu res for tu bercu losis hav e become a 
rarity in the interstate commerce of medicinal 
p rep arations, according to officials of the Food, 
Dru g and Insecticide Administration, United 
States Dep artment of Agricu ltu re, who are 
charged with the enforcement of the Federal 
food and dru g act. 
Records of the administration show that 16! 
so-called “cu res.” “remedies,” and “treatments” 
for tu bercu losis hav e been p roceeded against in 
cou rt since the food and dru gs act was made ef­ 
fectiv e in 1907. Notices of ju dgment, nu mbering 
35 8 , hav e been isu ed against the 161 “cu res.” 
So effectiv e has been the work of the ad­ 
ministration in remov ing this class of dru g p ro­ 
du cts from the market that to-day there are bu t 
few medicinal p rep arations for which their mak­ 
ers make claims of cu ring tu bercu losis, or ev en 
mention tu bercu losis in the labeling.

man, whose eyes have gazed 
fearlessly at danger in the odd 
corners of the world, has com- 
pleted a 28-year journey that has 
taken her twice around the globe 
and into every country that was 
under the domination of Spain or 
Portugal. 


She is Mrs. Harriet Chalmers 


Adams, considered one of the 
foremost woman explorers in 
America, and president of the 
Society of Women Geographers. 
It has been her ambition to 


follow the trails of the leading 
Spanish conquistadors of the six- 
teenth century and she has gone 
into all tiie lands which they dis- 
covered or explored. 


She has returned to her Wash- 


ington home, after six months 
spent in out of the way places in 
Spain, with interesting new 
lights on the conquests of Col- 
umbus, Pizarro, Cortez, Magel- 
lan, Vasco da Gama, Juan Sebas- 


Across the Pacific, into every 


country of Europe, up South 
American rivers, over the Andes 
and to the Philippines Mrs. 
Adams has gone seeking the 
birthplaces and graves of the 
conquistadors. 


Neither danger nor illness 


daunted her. She was bitten by 
vampire bats while camping 
along the Amazon; she was pois- 
oned in British Guiana bjr eat- 
ing a bird that had been killed 
hy a poison arrow. Three years 
ago while on the island of Ibeza, 
off the coast of Spain, she fell off 
a cliff and broke a couple of 
vertebrae hi her back.' 


But after long months in a 


plaster cast and steel braces she 
set valiantly off again last spring 
to take up once more the adven- 
turous trail. She not.only com- 
pleted her mission, but returned 
much improved in health. 


During these years of explora- 


tion Mrs. Adams has traveled by 
trains, steamers, automobiles.

Carnes of Indianapolis, Goes 


to Jury Shortly After 


Noon Today 


NO DECISION GIVEN 


AT THREE O'CLOCK 


Woman is Charged With Smug- 


gling; Blades Into Jail Here to 


Confined Prisoners' 


After receiving the case at 


shortly after twelve o'clock this 
afternoon, the jury was still out 
at 2:50 p. m. in the case of the 
State against Mary Carnes, alias 
Mary Isley, of Indianapolis who 
is charged with aiding a prisoner 
in an attempt to escape from the 
Bush county jail. 


Hacksaw Digues, concealed in 


a false bottom of a cigarette car- 
ton, weie sent to the Rush coun- 
ty jail 
from the Isley home 


Vinton Mingle and Lee Karney, 
both of Indianapolis, were in- 
carcerated in the local jail at 
that time, early in September ol 
this year, on first degree burg- 
lary charges. They now are serv- 
ing 10-20 year sentences in the 
state prison for this crime. Min- 
gle was said to have been a 
friend of Al Isley, husband of 
the defendant, and it was con- 
tended by the defense that if 
Mary Isley sent the saws, it was 
as a result of her being under 
control and coercion of her hus- 
band. 


The case was given to the jury 


shortly after noon today by Ho- 
ward Barrett, special judge, af- 
..er he had given out the in- 
structions. The evidence was all 
completed by Tuesday evening 
and this morning was devoted to 
the arguments of the respective 
counsels. 


Four witnesses were used by 


the state and one by the de- 
fense, Mrs. Isley being called to 
t,ne stand in her own behalf by 
the defense. The state used 
Miss Osra Brandnburg, who for- 
merly roomed at the defendant's 
home and who addressed the 
packages containing hacksaw 
blades which were sent to the 
prisoners in the local jail; Sher- 
iff • L. M. Coons and Bussell 
Coons, deputy sheriff. 


Mrs. Opal Kessler, daughter of 


thB defendant, sat at her moth- 
er's side throughout the trial but 
was not called to the stand. 
Neither woman exhibited much 
emotion during the progress of 
the trial although they listened 
interestedly to all of the evi- 
dence. 
The trial began Tuesday af ter- 


.noon after the morning had 
been consumed in selecting a 
jury but there was only a very 
small crowd of spectators. Two 
prospective jurymen were excus- 
ed by the defense while the 
state dismissed one.
